TJIJS YACHT DlSASTFJl. 


Particulars o! tlio Disaster* 


NEW Yens, July 21. 


Yesterday afternoon a few momenta fiftor 


four o'clock ft disaster occurred ftt tho im- 
choroge of tlio Now York yacht club off 
Staplntou Statin Island which in its loss of 
life will semi A thrill of horor and grief to 
many who know nnd admirod Er.Yieo Com- 
modore Ganior. Wo had n Biitlden squnll 
of wind forecast by a wlinrp whower of rnin. 
Tho Yacht Mohawk having oh hoard tho 
Vice Comuiodoro, his wife 
and 
sovfin.1 


friends wns capsized and before assistance 
could he rendered five lives wero lost 


Tho accident created intense excitement 


all along tho shore. No oue Rcemed to 
know what wan to ho done, HO midden and 
unexpected WRK tho result of tho squall. 


Early in tho afteruoou, Vice Commodore 


Garner, accompanied by his charming wife, 
Hiss Edith Sybil Slay, Miss Auelo 
and Mr. Schuyler Crosby went on board 
the yacht. 


The vessel was at anchor and it is sup- 


posed that the squall being seen orders had 
beeti given the sailing master to mnke sail 
and scud. Judging from tho statements of 
eye witnesses it is quite evident that the 
sailing master, Capt. Holland gave orders to 
hoist the fore sheets before ho had 
thought 


of hoisting his anchors. 
The consequence 


was that when the squall struck tho yacht 
she suddenly forged ahead and being tied 
down by hor anchor capsized, her masts 
falling prone upon the surface of tho water 
within three seconds of time. 
Tho sudden 


shower of rain which was tho precursor of 
tho storm had driven into tho cabin all tho 
passengers. Thoy wero Vico Com. Garner, 
his wife, Mrs Garnor, Miss Adelo Hunter, 
Miss Edith Sybil May and Ool. Schuyler 
Crosby. The cabin boy—Sullivan—was also 
beneath docks at tho time whon tho Mohawk 
capsized AH tho crow, some twenty-three 
in number, woro of course on deck na tho 
vessel went under and woro soon swimming 
around or clinging to tho sides. 


In tho meanwhile those who were in tho 


ctibiu woro unable to escape owing to the 
sudden flow of water and tho dreadful surge 
of tho soa. It wan ft moment of thrilling 
horror. Six persons, throo of them ladies, 
wore thuR imprisoned within the narrow com- 
pass of tho cabin and hopo seemed lost. Com- 
modore Garnor had boon on deck whon the 
first whiff of wind struck the yacht and hav- 
ing given the necessary orders had goun bo- 
low to Eocuro his wife and friends. As Iho 
yacht careered Mr. Garner seized his wife 
by the baud but tho sudden lurch throw a 
sofa against hor and hold hor fast yot ho 
hud almost extricated hor whon tho vessel 
gave impulse to another sofa and hold 
both husband and wife hard ngniuat tho 
wall. Such was tho agony of tho moment 
that Mrs. Garner, in clutching hor hus- 
band's hand, drew from his finger his ring. 
Tho water surged in upon them and thoy 
\voro both at rest in death. 
While- this ter- 


rible scone was being enacted Col. Crosby 
made superhuman efforts for Miss Hunter, 
Slisfl Mny and himsolf. Ho caught Miss 
Hunter's hand in one despairing 
clasp 


amid all tho confusion in tho narrow limits 
of tho cabiii,but scarcely did ho fool her clasp 
tlinn the heavy body of water rushing in 
through tho doorway dragged hor from him. 
At the same moment ho found himself hurled 
against the skylight whicli gavo way at tho 
moment find finding Miss May by his side 
ho pushed her before him through tho 
shattered sashes and was himsolf fortunate 
enough to bo able to follow her into the opan 
water. Tho boats from tho shore completed 
tho work of rescue and thoso two tho solo 
flurvivora of the cabin wore qnickly removed 
to shoro. Tho yacht having dragged hor an- 
chor before tho forco of tbt tide slowly 
drifted along tho shoro to tho Kills until 
finally tho hull grounded on tho mud fiats 
off Bargcn Point, Tho boats and divers of 
the Coast Wrecking Company wero soon on 
band and began tho work of recovering the 
bodies of tho drowned. Four long hours of 
work wero performed before it was ascer- 
tained that tho yacht must bo righted 
to enable the divers to operate successfully 
in tho cabin. 
Tho body of a lady was dis- 


covered and a lino fastened to it.

eye witnesses of tho dreadful occurrence, 
which will bo found full of mournful in- 
terest and graphic features.

It was nine o'clock nnd many of the small 


boats bad left the scone. Slowly tho wind 
laes wont round aud the masts of tho Mo- 
hawk began visibly to rise from tho water 
liko spectral ghosts, tho soddened canvas 
clinging to them as though loth to leave tho 
depths from which thoy wore being dragged. 
The lightning flashed, tho dark clouds 
settled, and tho loud, honrao thunder rattled 
over our hcadrf as we sat in our boat and as 
tbo writer thus nnt and waited tlio diver 
Carlo remained quiot and undisturbed only 
waiting for tho moment when ho was to bo 
called to re-enter tho-cool depths below in 
search for tho bodies of the lost.

AN ACCOUNT OP Tim DISASTF.lt 11Y AS EYE- 


ThomasTi Hunt, ouo of Iho seamon of 


tho Countess of Dufforiu, near to which the 
Mohawk hud her anchorage, gives the fol- 
lowing version of the find affair: About 4:20 
o'clock, ho was standing on tho dock of the 
Countess of DufTorin. 
After the housing of 


Iho yacht's sails, ho noticed that the Mo- 
hawk hnd all aails, except foretopsail sot, 
nud remarked to ouo of his shipmates, 
"tho Mohawk has all her sail sot, and 
horo coines n squall ; lot us 
KGO how 


sho takes it." 
Ho had hardly 
fin- 


ished 
speaking whon tho squall struck 


her, and sho capsized, whereupon hn nnd 
Goorco Clancy and Henry Feathorstouo low- 
ered a boat, cutting ono of tho stnnoheous 
in their hurry.

fdir did not last ovor ton minutes. On pass- 
ing tho Mohawk thoy distinctly observed 
several people in tho cabin looking through 
tlio window and crying for help, which it 
was inipoifiiblo to render them.
